Rod Walker asks; "I think you made a slight error in your Games- 
master removals for England. The Rules say the farthest from home 
first, fleet before army. The fleet in the Tyrrhenian Sea should go, 
yes.

They said I was a 
popular figure in Guatemala and that they wanted to lend their 
assistance to overthrow Arbenz. When I osked their conditions 
for the assistance I found them unacceptable.

It was 
instrumental in the victory of a white South African mercen- 
ary army, leoding to the enormous massacres upon the black 
population in rebel-held areas. At the time, the official Amer- 
ican policy trumpeted at home and at the U.N. was 'non- 
intervention'."

HELP WRECK ELECTED GOVERNMENT 

"The most powerful military element in the coup was the 
OA's air force. The handful of P-47 Thunderbolts and C-47 
transports operated out Managua International Airport. The 
pilots were Americans.... 

"Before dawn the P-47s had bombed San Jose, Gua:emala's 
major port on the Pacific coast.... In Washington the State 
Department said it had been in touch with Peurifoy. It added 
blandly: 'The department has no evidence ... that this is any- 
thing other than a revolt of Guatemalans against the govern- 
ment' On the same day the Guatemalan Government was 

voicing its charge in the UN about American fliers, Henry 
Cabot Lodge, the United States Ambassador to the world organ- 
ization, denied categoricolly that his government was behind

"If the CIA's coup had routed Communism in Guatemala, 
democracy is not what followed in its wake. As its first act, the 
ruling junta cancelled the right of illiterates to vote, thereby 
disenfranchising in one stroke about 70 percent of Guatemala's 
population — a Imost all the Indians. 

"The junta elected Castillo-Armas as its President on July 8. 
In August the liberator suspended all constitutional guarantees. 
... The government took back 800,000 acres of land from the 
peasants, returned to United Fruit the land Arbenz hod seized, 
and repealed amendments to a 1947 law that had guaranteed 
rights to workers and labor unions." The Invisible Government,

PUBLICITY JOBS 
"When the CIA learned last year that a Brazilian youth had 
been killed in 1963, allegedly in an auto accident, while study- 
ing on a scholarship at the Lumumba University in Moscow, 
it mounied a massive publicity campaign to discourage other 
South American families from sending their youngsters to the 
Soviet Union."
